Singing Classes. — It is stated, that, under the 
authority of some of the beads of two of the hon. 
societies of the Inns of Court, a system of class- 
singing is about to be introduced amongst members of 
the Inner and Middle Temple, under the guidance of 
the organist and others of the Temple Church, with a 
view to enable them to " thoroughly understand and 
be able to tale part in the choral service of the church, 
whereby the aniens, responses, versicles, psalms, and 
portions of the services, and even of the anthems, 
would be performed in a manner more consistent with 
the true character of public worship."

It is 
also proposed that " the method of chanting the ser- 
vices and anthems of the church shall be fully ex- 
plained, and the compositions of the first masters, 
ancient and modern, practised, including madrigals, 
choruses, glees, &c." If we are rightly informed, 
there are some members who are likely to shine in the 
anticipated performance, from the careful study they 
have been giving to music of late. — Court Gazette.

Jacob Mainzer. 

Mr. Ludwig Ganter has been giving lectures on the 
music of the Roman church at Blackheath, and at 
Store Street, which, we think, will be likely to confer 
an important benefit on the art from the nature of the 
subject and music selected to illustrate it. We are 
glad to hear that they are likely to be continued at 
the Hanover Square Rooms with an enlarged and 
effective choir. We give a list of the illustrations as 
well adapted for the use of societies desirous of pro- 
ducing classical works of this school. Gregorian 
Miserere, chanted in full chorus; Palestrina, Motetto 
in chorus; Allegro's Miserere, of the Sisline Chapel ;

Zingarelli, Laudate, tenor solo and chorus ; Jomelli, 
Confirraa Nos, quiutett and chorus; Cherubim, 
Sanctus, O Salutaris, soprano solo; Cherubini, Bene- 
dicta Trio ; Haydn, Pater in Manus, from the Seven 
Last Words, solo voices and chorus; Mozart, Bene- 
dicts, from Requiem, quartett: Beethoven, Kyrie 
and Gloria, from Mass in C, full chorus; Rossini, 
selection from the Stabat Mater. 



Royal Academy of Music — The students of this 
institution will give a series of concerts at which im- 
portant classical works will be produced. The first of 
the series was held on the March, when an ex- 

cellent beginning was made by the performance of 
Mendelssohn's magnificent Hymn of Praise (Lob- 
gesang). 

Philharmonic Society. — The performance of the 
grand mass in D by this society is postponed to the 
concert on the 4th May. There have been several 
trials. We attended one with the full orchestra on 
the 12th May, when the work was executed with great 
precision, and afforded a high treat to the members, 
associates, and a few privileged auditors. The chorus 
consists of about one hundred voices.

The annual meeting of the Choral Fund was 
held on Wednesday evening, at which nearly all the 
members were present. The accounts were examined 
and passed ; it was stated, that during the last year, 
the sums paid to widows and orphans had exceeded 
the income of the society by more than 100/. Mr. S. 
Southgate was elected treasurer, in the room of Mr. 
Eames, resigned; and Mr. C. Tett, secretary, vice Mr. 
Soutbgate. A vote of thanks, carried with enthusiasm, 
was voted to Mr. Eames, for his past services as 
treasurer; and a similar testimony was offered to the 
late secretary. The committee and auditors for the 
present year were elected, and other business being 
disposed of, the meeting separated. We recommend 
this excellent society to our charitable readers. 

The Birmingham Musical Festival has this year 
been fixed for August 23rd and three following days, 
under the presidency of the Bight Hon. Lord 
Wrottesley. 

The Sacred Harmonic Society, Exeter Hall. 
— An adaptation of Beethoven's Mount of Olives, by 
Dr. Hudson, under the title of Engedi, and a Hymn 
of Praise, composed by Mendelssohn, were performed 
on the 6th March. The same combination, we be- 
lieve, was made some three years ago; this was, there 
fore, the second performance of the above composi- 
tions by the society. The author of the sacred drama 
submitted under the title of Engedi, states that "he 
had long regretted that the music of Beethoven's 
noble oratorio, ' Christus am Oelberge,' appeared to be 
for ever excluded, as a whole, from public performance, 
by the objectionable nature of the German libretto; 
and having seen that every attempt hitherto made to 
modify the original subject had failed to produce the 
desired effect, he has been induced, by the considera- 
tion x)f the analogies of the sacred history, to make an 
attempt to adapt the musical ideas of the immortal 
Beethoven to the facts of Saul's persecution of 
David." The difficult task has been executed with 
considerable judgment and success. Mendelssohn'^ 
Hymn of Praise (Lobgesang) is a brilliant composi- 
tion, full of passages of the greatest beauty: at once 
bold and devotional. The introductory sinfonia, con- 
sisting of three movements, is a very delightful pro- 
duction, in which the frequent repetition of the theme 
had a most pleasing effect. Where all is so beautiful, 
it is difficult to particularize; there is, however, a 
duet and chorus, " I waited for the Lord," that de- 
serves especial mention; it was most gracefully ren- 
dered and received a well-merited encore — the only 
one of the evening; the gentle undulation of the 
chorus at the close of this piece was managed with 
the greatest tact. — Abridged from, the Dramatic and 
Musical Review.

The progress of these Choral Schools are 
the more interesting as on them must depend the con- 
tinuance of the Triennial Festival. 

Pulteney Madrigal Society. — We were favored 
by an invitation to attend their second Anniversary 
Concert, but were unable to avail ourselves of it. The 
selection of Glees and Madrigals appears to bavebeeu 
judiciously made, and the programme was varied by a 
selection from Romberg's Lay of the Bell. The 
Society is formed of some zealous amateurs, princi- 
pally pupils of Mr. Hullah's upper schools, and their 
especial object is the practice of Glees, not in chorus. 

The Sacred Concerts at Crosby Hall. — It has 
been our pleasant duty to direct attention to these 
Concerts in former numbers ; and the Sixth Concert, 
which concluded the series for the present season, 
offered a programme equally rich in novel and classi- 
cal works to former selections. We were glad to per- 
ceive that a fifth scries is contemplated next winter 
under the direction of Miss Mounsey. 

Matinees Philharmoniques. — We are glad to 
find there is yet another of these pleasant musical 
mornings still in store for us, on Monday, April 6th, 
at Blagrove's Rooms. Being Passion Week, there will 
be given selections from the various Stabat Maters of 
Pergolesi, Astorga, Winter, Haydn, Rossini, &c. 
These reunions have been held at the suggestion of a 
distinguished Amateur, and are under the direction of 
Miss Sabilla Novello. 

Liverpool Philharmonic Society. — This Society 
is about to carry with its intention of building a room, 
and have advertised for contractors. The room, which 
is to be very spacious, will be erected at the corner of 
Myrtle Street, and Hope Street. 
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
